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NO GRAY WOLVES— 

MANY STRIPED HYENAS

I T is well known that Sherbic M. Becker, while alderman, voted 
aeaiust the closing of the gambling hells—his vote is on record. 

It is also well known that certain places always had a warm de¬ 
fender in the common council while Sherbic was there. 

And about four weeks ago, John T. Janssen, the chief of police of 
the city of .Milwaukee, in the mayor’s presence, told a committee of 
the legislature tiiat immediately after Shcrbie M. Becker had been 
elected mayor on a “reform" platform, he asked the chief to re-open 
the gambling houses. The mayor also tried to stop hint from tcar-.ig 
the stalls out of the "red light saloons.” 

* * - * 

Shcrlm- got very angry at the revelations of the chief and threat¬ 
ened to "attend to his case as soon as he got to Milwaukee. 

And tile chief of police has asked for a suspension aiid investiga¬ 
tion. 

This the mayor has refused to grant. He wants to punish the 
chief of police tor refusing to open the gambling houses and for 
"bothering" the saloons of ill repute after Shcrbie was elected mayor. 

But Shcrbie jears an investigation, lie wants to "kick out" the 
chief next June. Then there will be a hoard of fire and police com¬ 
missioners appointed by the mayor to do his bidding. 

Besides, there is also another {mint involved. Gambling houses, 
red light saloons and places of ill fame usually pay "protection 
money.” The chief of police docs not scent to get it. Question: Who 
gets tlte protection money? 

• » • 

All these things arc of the greatest interest to the citizens ami 
voters of Milwaukee. The mayor’s action, if substantiated, is clearly 
a violation of the statutes of the state of Wisconsin anti of the charter 
of the city of Milwaukee. 

And the accusations against the mayor itavc been made publicly. 
They have been made by tlte chief of jiolice. whose duty it is to ferret 
Out and accuse criminals — whether high or low. 

These charges were made openly, in a public hearing, before a 
committee of the legislature, and reported in tlte press. They cannot 
be ignored. 

* * * 

Therefore, the Social-Democratic aldermen in tlte common council 
introduced the following resolutions: 

“Whereas, At a public hearing at the state legislature in Madi¬ 
son, tlte chief of police of Milwaukee. John T. Janssen, charged the 
mayor of our city, Sherburn M. Becker, with having approached him 
after thy last city election with a request that the laws against gam¬ 
bling be ignored and that gambling houses be allowed to ply their 
game under protection of the officers of the city charged with the en¬ 
forcement of the law, and 

“Whereas. The said chief of police also publicly charged that the 
mavor has openly declared tiiat he proposed to protect certain no¬ 
torious dens of vice, the chief, it is reported, having provided himself 
with affidavits of citizens in corroboration of these charges, and 

"Whereas. It has now become manifest that the mayor has ignored 
and intends to ignore tlie request tiiat the matter be investigated, and, 
finally, 

“Whereas, This matter has brought great scandal on the city, and 
to such an extent tiiat the common council can no longer ignore its 
’duty in the premises as laid down by law; therefore. 

"Resolved. That this council appoint, through its president, a 
committee of investigation, as provided by the charter for the im¬ 
peachment of city officials cltarged with misconduct in office, said 
committee to consist of three aldermen, no two of whom shall repre¬ 
sent the same political party, and that said committee stand charged to 
take testimony in the case under hath, and to then nuke such recom¬ 
mendations to this body as its deliberations may seem to require.” 

* » * 

Under the charter of the city of Milwaukee the appointment of 
an investigation conunittee is mandatory. And even Henry Smith, 
who is not a Social-Democrat, so held. 

Not so the horde of capitalist politicians, cheap lawyers, big 
grafters, petty thieves, and snull business men—of whom the majority 
of tiie Milwaukee common council is composed. The introduction of 
these resolutions had about the same effect upon them as when an in¬ 
vestigator lifts np a big stone in a miry place in the woods, and lets in 
Ihc sunshine. All the bugs, crawlers and vermin run for cover and 
fad over each other to reach it 

* * * 

Here is the report of the Srntin el —tlte foremost capitalist paper 
of Milwaukee: 

“There was excitement in the council chamber when Gtv Clerk 
Hinkel began to read the resolution. As soon as the intent of the 
measure became known, there were hurried conferences between 
small groups of aldermen. The leaders of the various parties, except¬ 
ing the Socialists, conferred with their colleagues on the attitude to 
be taken. 

“ ‘I ask for an indefinite post|xmement of tlut resolution,' yelled 
Aid. Yockev as soon as City Gerk Hinkel had completed the read¬ 
ing of the report 

"Aid. Melms was on his feet immediately in support of his reso¬ 
lution. 

“ 'No one can accuse me of being a friend of Mayor Becker’s or 
Oiief Janssen’s.’ said Aid. Melms. '1 was present at the meeting of 
the committee at Madison w'hcn tiie clash between the two took place. 
We owe it to the citizens of Milwaukee that the charges tlut have been 
made shall be investigated. The city charter provides for a square 
deal. The charter is plain, and it is mandatory upon this council to 
take some action.’ 

"Aid. Con. Corcoran.'one of the Democratic leaders on the floor, 
objected to the passage of the resolution. He maintained that it was 
an affair for the board of fire and police commissioners to take up." 

* * * 

Now who is Alderman "Con” Corcoran, the Democratic leader? 
Tliere are alwut six indictments of the grand jury now hanging over 
|hc head of this "leader.” "Con” for years was connected with every deal 
bn foot in the city hall, notably the street car franchise He is the best 
type of the nocturnal political hyena of Milwaukee. "Con" hates in¬ 
vestigations of any kind. So he is thoroughly sincere when he says 
that he wants no investigation in this matter. 

As for Becker’s Jockey. Chauncey—he represents one of the 
wards where most of these places arc located. '.And. although he 
claimed before a committee that the ThirJ and Seventh wards could 
not be win ted. because the people of the Seventh, where he lives, are so¬ 
cially so much superior to the Italians and the Irishmen m the Third 
—he very largely depends for his election on the slum end of his "aris¬ 
tocratic ward.” He is also sincere in not wanting an investigation. 

. • • * 

Both old (Sarties dread an investigation. An investigation would 
si tow that affairs are as bad in Milwaukee as elsewhere. Whether our 
police department has been a little better may be a question. That 
some of our mayors and of our aldermen have been t rorse Is certain. 

While they have "gray wolves’' in Chicago, we have " striped 
hyenas" in Milwaukee. 

The provisions of the charter are very plain. The Social-Demo¬ 
crats have not made the laws. They have not framed the charter. We 
want the other side, abo to obey the tear* they - haver made. 
ctiiten and Us-payer who is able to stand the expense and 

__ to take the trouble, could get a mandamus in the courts to 

fompel our red light city fathers to go on with the investigation. 

Only such a compulsory investigation would investigate nothing. 
For any one can lead a horse to 
Water, but no one can make it drink. 

But our party is on record.

That big Socialist victory in Fin¬ 
land shows who is marching all 
right. By the election of eighty 
members of parliament the Fin¬ 
land Social-Democracy takes the 
lead of all national divisions of in¬ 
ternational Socialism in the number 
in the national lxxlv. And still we 
have to confess it that of almost all 
the leading nations of earth the 
United States of Capitalism is the 
only one in which Socialists have 
not as yet entered the national law¬ 
making body. However "not yet— 
but soon!"

E were always convinced, and arc still of the opinion, tiiat 
two labor organizations fighting each other in the same ' 
branch of industry are far worse than no organization at all. 
Therefore, this paper has always held loyally to the Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Labor, although, as everybody knows, its structure, 
with its strict "trade autonomy” is, in our opinion, entirely out of date 
—and its leadership, with its s'tupid policy of concealment of the class 
struggle is still less to our taste. 

We have always preached industrialism to the American Fed¬ 
eration of Ijhor. Not tiiat this has anything to do with Socialism, 
as certain persons, in quite opposite cani|», would like to pretend. We 
arc for organization on an, industrial basis, because this is the nat¬ 
ural result of the modern ecopDmic development of economic labor or¬ 
ganizations. * * » 1 

This is now admitted hv the most narrow-minded defenders of the 
old methods of organization. 

Thus, for instance, President Sam Gompers, at the last conven¬ 
tion in Minneapolis, in the discussion with Ihe writer of these lines 
denied tiiat the American unions were founded on "craft autonomy,'* 
and maintained tiiat they were all industrially organized. We will let 
pass the correctness or incorrectness of Gompers' statement, and quote 
it here merely to prove that even in ultra autonomist circles of the A. 

F. of L. the" value of absolute trade autonomy is beginning lo be 

doubted. ( 

* * * 

So it is all the more strange and unexplainable that the dignitariei 
of the A. F. of L. are now busily engaged in breaking up the inter¬ 
national union of the brewery workers—the executive council of the A. 
F. of L. luu offered that union the alternative of giving up the engin¬ 
eers. firemen and teamsters, or losing their charter. 

And this is all the more malicious, because as everybody knows, 
the American Federation of Labor is very sparing of its withdrawals 
of charters. We know of no case in which the charter has ever been 
taken away from an aid, established international labor union. And the 
union of tiie brewery workers is the oldest in tiie comparatively young 

American Federation of Labor. 

• • • -- * 

Moreover, the A. F. of L. (and especially Mr. Gompers) takes 
great pride in the fact tiiat it is a voluntary union of national and 
international labor unions. We can well remember the hearty ap¬ 
plause which Treasurer John Lennon received at the New Oi leans con¬ 
vention when he declared that he would never give his vote in the Ex¬ 
ecutive Council for the suspension of a national union, even if it should 
not comply with’the decisions of the convention. These assurances lie 
repeated in Pittsburg. The same applause greeted his words—and tlut 
moved some other members of the Executive Council to make the same 

declaration. _ , , . , _ 

And now the charter of the International Union of Brewery 
Workers is to be taken away became it will not give up its engineers, 
firemen and teamster s— who we e organized by this union and were 
perfectly satisfied with its jurit diction. Because the brewers wi\l not 
give them up to other unions, wt ich have nothing to do with the brew¬ 
eries, and to which, moreover, these members have no desire of belong-

The carpenters have been allowed to **m»Jran>ale” the wood¬ 
workers in the factories without hindrance. «o objection h made to 
the engineers, firemen and teamsters in the coal mines belonging to Mit¬ 
chell's union. The union of dock laborers has not only included the 
ships' cooks, hut even the ships’ captains; but nobody has heard that 
the longshoremen have been threatened with loss of their charter.

De¬ 
tective* iii Boise are more numer¬ 
ous than flies around a slaughter 
house in summer time. 

But during the past several weeks 


a federal grand jury has been hold¬ 
ing a session in the state of Idaho, 
and it has leaked out that several 
prominent men who move in the 
bigliest circles of society are strong¬ 
ly susjiected of indulging in dimin¬ 
ishing the size of the public domain 
by appropriating to themselves 
large tracts of land riot war¬ 
ranted by law. It lias even come to 
the surface that the Cicero of the 
IiUlki bar who was recently elect¬ 
ed to the United Slates senate is 
among the criminals against whom 
a federal grand jury found in¬ 
dictments. The political ring ill 
lilalio, which is identified with the 
conspiracy that kidnaped Moyer, 
Haywood and J’ettibonc, is using 
every effort to keep under cover 
tlie findings of the grand jury, that 
point the finger mf accusation 
against Senator Borah, one of the 
leading counsel of the prosecution, 
upon whose eloquence the plotters 
•lepcnd for a verdict against the im¬ 
prisoned men. 

The very fact that no one who 
is in a position to know has de¬ 
clared that an indictment has not 
been found against Borah, is almost 
conclusive evidence that Idaho s 
Demosthenes is about to be sum¬ 
moned to answer for bis record 
while attorney for the Barber Lum¬ 
ber company. 

Il'hy They Want Haywood. 

From time to time during the 
liast year, while the officers of the 
Western Federation of Miners have 
been incarcerated in an Idaho jail, 
for a crime they never committed, 
the declaration has been made that 
whatever the outcome of the kid¬ 
naping might be, Haywood must go 
to the galkiws. On more than one 
occasion it has been made dear that 
the mine owning gang of conspira¬ 
tors were not much concerned about 
Mover or Pcttibonc, but it was of 
the highest importance that they suc¬ 
ceed in "getting" Will. D. Hay¬ 
wood. There is not the slightest 
doubt that Me Part land was shak¬ 
ing for the Mine Owners' associa¬ 
tion when, after the jury disagreed 
in the Steve Adams case, he said: 
"Well, now we will go after Hay¬ 
wood, and I will see that he goes 
to the gallows; we don't care for 
the two others, but Haywood is too 
dangerous as an agitator—he must 
be done away with." 

Why. is it they are Vo anxious to 
“get” Haywood? The reason is 



obvious. It was Haywood who sys¬ 
tematically worked for what might 
be called the “higher educatipn" in 
economics within the rank> of the 
Western Federation. It was Hay¬ 
wood among all the officers of tliat 
organization who first grasjied the 
philosophy of Socialism and 
through him that the revolt against 
the capitalist system as a whole 
Was largely augmented. He lias 
never been the advocate of con¬ 
spiracies or tlie methods of intrigue 
common to those who, whether in 
the labor movement or out of it. 
seek to accomplish their purposes 
behind a closed door and in the 
dark. Always an advocate of edu¬ 
cation, lie lias ever been opposed to 
secrecy and a constant supporter of 
open metiugs. Conspirators work 
in the dark; Hu’-worvl worked in 
the light. So strong was he in a 
profound consciousness of the jus¬ 
tice of his cause, and so entirely de- 
|iendent upon the power of thought 
for its triumph* that he came to lie 
marked as tlie one distinctively 
"dangerous" man, the man whose 
activities ami influence must be 
stopped. Capitalist interests arc 
everywhere opposed to the enlight¬ 
enment f the working class along 
lines that threaten to disturb them. 
The other day a! the Chicago Uni¬ 
versity, Mallock, English spokes¬ 
man for expkiitation, declared edu¬ 
cation to lie a bad thing for the 
workers, and he spoke for the class 
which seeks to crush I he Western 
Federation and “get" Haywood. I 
Havwood typifies the opposing cle¬ 
ment in labor's ranks, which be¬ 
lieves in education and more of it. 
He is "dangerous" only" as an "agi¬ 
tator"—an educator.

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VACCINATION 
IS A DELUSION 

AT LEAST SO SAYS GREATEST 
LIVING SCIENTIST 

Alfred Russel Wallace of England Says 
Decrease ef Small Fox is Due to 
Improving Sanitary Conditions. A 
Digest of His Artid, on the Subject 
by Frederic Haath. No Compulsory 
Vaccination.______

The following article presents a 
brief of the chtpter on vaccination 
in Alfred Russel Wallace’s book, 
“'Die Wonderful Century.’ 1 

Among the greatest >clf-created 
scourges of civilised humanity, 
»ays Wallace, are the group of 
zymotic (ferment-ic) diseases, or 
those tliat arise from infection, and 
are believed to be due to tlie agency 
of minute organism^, which rapidly 
increase in bodies offering favor- 

The legislature cT Wisconsin 
has before it a bill providing 
practically fof «Qtnpubory vacci¬ 
nation. As this i> a -crious in¬ 
vasion of each nun's right to 
keep his blood free from conta¬ 
mination, we give this digest of 
Wallace's criticism of vaccination. 

It is one of many articles that 
have been written to show that 
vaccination is not universally rec¬ 
ognized a« meritorious, and it i* 
our contention .th.it so long as 
vaccination is a drhatalde good, 
no state has a moral right to make 
it compulsory. 

able conditions, and often cause 
death. Such disease are: 

Plague, small pnx, measles 
whooping cough, vrltaw fever, 
typhus, enteric fever, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, cholera. 

The conditions which especially 
favor these diseases arc: 

Foul air, foul water, overcrowd¬ 
ing. decaying organic matter, un- j 
wholesome surroundings. 

They have been termed, in j 
consequence, "filthf diseases.” The 
most terrible and {fatal of these—, 
the plague—prevails only where 
people live under) tlie very wont 
sanitary conditions as regards: 

Ventilation, water supply, gen¬ 
eral cleanliness, .Until about 250 
years ago it was as common in Eng¬ 
land as small pox*has been during 
the recent century, Hut a very par¬ 
tial and limited advance in healthy 
conditions of life Entirely abolished 
if—its place bcin^ rSken to a cer¬ 
tain extent by smaU pox, cholera 
and fevers. All tfioicvidencc goes 
to shmv that, jVohote popula¬ 
tion of a cotuUryTveft under thor¬ 
oughly healthy conditions as rc- 
! gards pure air , pure water and 
wholesome food , none of them 
could ever obtain a footing, and 
thev would die out as completely: as 
the blague and leprosy have died 
I out, although both were once so 
prevalent 

During the Eighteenth century 
there was the densest ignorance as 
to the sanitation necessary to wipe 
1 out these scourges. Small pox was 
! much dreaded because, owing to 
faulty treatment it was often fatal 
or left facial dfcfiinurement. In 
the early part of that century there 
was introduced from the east a sys¬ 
tem of inoculation with small pox 
pus that it was claimed produced a 
milder form of ihc disease, no 
deaths or disfigurements. These 
claims were not found to be build- 
cd on fact, however Toward the 
end of tlie century inoculation was 
frowned on, as simply increasing 
the spread of the disease and in¬ 
creasing tlie deaths and attention 
•vas directed to tlie Mibjcct of sani¬ 
tation. 

Whin vaccination was fir*t pro¬ 
pose®* therefore, it was (tailed a« a 
substitute for iigKvuhtion. on the 
ground that it produced a slight non- 
infectious disease, which yet was 
alleged to protect against the «matl 
pox as completely a* did the inoculat¬ 
ed disease itself. 

The idea of vaeau. ti«»n arose from 
the belief of some farmers in Glooi- 
tershire. England, that those who 
caught a disease call* -1 cm* pox from 
cows were free from -mall pox for the 
rest of their lives. In ir«j8 Jenner pub¬ 
lished his first work, go ing hi* experi¬ 
ments. These experiments have been 
shown by Prgf, CtVM'ikbhank, Dr. 
Creighton and others to have been 
inconclusive at bent, for reasons which 
we must pass over, here for lack of 
space. In 1802 parliament voted Jeu- 
ner fifty thousand <> liars. A good 
deal of controversy iVdlowed. Pass¬ 
ing by a good dci! of this we are 
3-hown that in i8ok a Dr. Wm. Rowly, 
physician to the St .^fnrlebonc Infir¬ 
mary, published a hook -bowing the 
failure of vaccinate . and giving 504 
cases of small pox end injury after 
vaccination, with 7$ deaths. He wrote 
“I have lately had <r»“nc of the worst 
species of maltafcuflf *null pox in the 
infirmary, which nuu.y of the faculty 
have examined an4;k*c>w to have been 
vaccinated.** And lig also gave an 
exhibition of childr- • suffering with 
terrible eruption*. gT-.4 other dhrascs 
after vaccination. bMHic controversy 
w . hot, afi* is al; .n by the num¬ 
erous .octors Prof Wallace quote*.• 
but parliament had <ommitted itself 
and it was too latr to correct the 
established repntati> n of the practice. 
Also there seems Art have been a sys¬ 
tematic attempt oh ihe part of the 
profession, for pecuniary and other 
reasons, to bolster up and make se¬ 
cure the belief in t-arcination. Thus 
the National Vaccinr Establishment, 
supported by the British government.

ing statements. In i#t-? and 1818 it 
stated that “previous to the discovery 
of vaccination th* average number of 
deaths by small pox .within the'Lon¬ 
don Bill* of Mortality was 2.000 an- 
niia!ly. against a death rate at the 
time at the reposts of only 751.

thousand was in fact the average for 
the years of the Eighteenth century*, 
but the last two years of the ceutury. 
owing to causes already noted, it had 
fallen off. Still this 2,000 figure was 
repeated and in i 8 j 6 >t was reported 
as 4.000 and in 1816 was quoted at 
5.000 live* having been saved every 
year in London through vaccination, 
it declared. A Dr. Lettson, in his evi¬ 
dence before the Parliamentary Com¬ 
mittee, asserted that before vaccination 
there were 36,000 deaths annually iu 
England from small pox—he had 
stupidly takeu the figures for London 
ana multiplied them by twelve be¬ 
cause the population was supposed to 
be that much larger, had assumed that 
the country districts were as product¬ 
ive of disease as crowded, filthy Lon¬ 
don. For, as a matter of fact, there 
were large sections of country where 
the disease was unknown. “But far 
more amazing is the statement of the 
late Dr. W. B Carpenter, in a letter 
to the “Spectator” of April, 1881, that 
'a hundred veariu ago the small pox 
mortality of London alone,* with its 
then population of under a million, 
was often graater in a six months 
epidemic than that of the twenty mil¬ 
lions of F.ngland and Wales now is in 
a whole year.*' The facts, well known 
to every enquirer, are—that the high¬ 
est small pox mortality in the last 
century in a year was 3.992 in 1772. 
while in 1871 »t was 7,912 in London, 
or more than double: and in the same 
year, in England and Wales it wa* 
234*00. llis amazing and almost in¬ 
credible statement was pointed out 
and acknowledged privately, but 
never withdrawn publicly!’’ Wallace 
gives frequent examples of the same 
sort of misinformation upon which 
j< boilded up the public faith in vacci¬ 
nation ax a preventive. He also points 
out almost criminal misstatements 
officially issued to the uublic. Much 
of the evidence adduced for vaccina¬ 
tion U worthless, declares the great 
scientist He Severely criticises the 
eral. especially where he gives the 
statistics put out by the Registcr-Gen- 
small pox deaths for a year as 524 of 
people who were vaccinated, 962 not 
vaccinated, and 885 unknown, lie 
shows the method by w’hich it is 
determined whether small pox patients 
have or have not been vaccinated, 
showing that the small pox postules 
often cover ud the marks of vaccina¬ 
tion. in which case the patients are 
reported as unvaccinated. 

He then shows that the established 
number of dcatha to small pox cases 
in the Eighteenth century was 14 to 
18 per cept, and that the figures for 
the various English hospitals of the 
present day show a proportion of 19, 
18 and 17 per cent. 

| "We have already seen that the total 
cas'e-mortality of these hospitals aver¬ 
ages closely with that of the preceding 
century; the two classes of facts taken 
together thus render it almost certain 
that vaccination has never saved a 
single human life," say* Dr. Wallace. 

He then turns the statistics of the 
various years into diagrams, by which 
lie shows the relation of the rises and 
falls of small pox to those of the other 
zymotic diseases and the lirobable 
causes for the same. These diagrams 
we must pats by. for while interesting, 
the explanations of them, to bw 
reliable, could not be compressed in 
brief space. 

Dr. Wallace disposes of an ar¬ 
gument presented by the case of Glou¬ 
cester, where an epidemic happened 
after a cessation in vaccination, by 
showing that it had nothing to do with 
vaccination, but was due to the failure 
of the city to keep itself clean. Lei- 
ceftcr cleaned up, and shook qff the 
small pox. 

As to the tables of mortality, be- j 
tween the vaccinated and the tmvac- 
cinated. comparison if unfair in that 
the bullc of those escaping the vaccina¬ 
tion officers are the tenement and city 
slum dwellers, who, being weekly 
tenant*, are not *0 easily kept track 
of, and yet who. from their unhealthy 
surroundings, are the most suscept¬ 
ible. naturally, to disease. Beside* this, 
many weakly babies have their vacci 
nation deferred, and die w*hen they 
contract the disease, not because not 
vaccinated, but because of weak vital¬ 
ity 

It is generally believed that a pre¬ 
vious attack of smallpox makes one 
immune from the disease, but Dr. 
Wallace quotes approviiugly some ex¬ 
haustive statistics prepared by Dr. 
Adolph Vogt, professor of hygiene 
and sanitary statistics in the Univers¬ 
ity of Berne, as tending to prove an 
opinion he had himself long neld. In 
fact Prof. Volt’s figures even indicate 
that, if anything, there is a slightly 
increased susceptibility to a second 
attack. This is also important as in¬ 
dicating that if small pox is not a pre¬ 
ventive of a second attack, much less 
so is the pseudo small pox, vaccinia, 
that is, the 

Wallace then takes up the statistics 
for Scotland and Ireland, where be¬ 
tween 1864 and 1883 Scotland had a 
death rate from small pox of 139 and 
Ireland a death rate of 65, to the mil¬ 
lion of inhabitants. The statistician 
ito the register general for Scotland 
1 reoorted that 96 oer cent of the chil¬ 
dren born had been vaccinated since 
1864. whereas by the testimony of 
the medical commissioner for the local 
governing board for Ireland given to 
the royalcommissioners, a large pro¬ 
portion of the population was “un¬ 
protected by vaccination” during the 
same twenty year period and the vac¬ 
cinating very imperfect. Thus, with 
almost thorough vaccination in Scot¬ 
land there was a relatively hirh death 
rate from small pox, ami in Ireland, 
with little vaccination, there was a 
comparatively low death rate from 
tliat disease. He then give* on to 
other countries. Sweden's authorities 
stated before the committee of en¬ 
quiry in 1871 that that country wax 
one of the best vaccinated of countries 
and that the Swedes did the work 
thorotijfhly. Vaccination wa« intro¬ 
duced in 1801. Yet for the sixty years 
following 1812, by which time vacci¬ 
nation had time to make its round*, 
there was an almost continuous in¬ 
crease in the frequency and severity 
of small pox. We muit hurry past 
other corroberative facts which he 
adduces. Iu Prussia revaccination is 
compulsory, and the vaccination 
thorotieh, under official watchfulness. 
Yet Prussia has a greater small pox 
mortality than England, and in the 
Berlin epidemics the fatalities were 
much greater than those in the Lon 
don epidemic* of the same time. In 
Bavaria vaccination was made com 
pulsory in 1807, yet, in 1871. out of 
the 30,742 cases of small pox over 
05 per cent were of persons who bad 
been vaccinated, and such a percent¬ 
age, Dr. Wallace claim*, “i* alone 
sufficient to condemn vaccination as 
useless." Out of the 30,742 cases, 
above referred to, there were 5,070 
deaths, over t6 per cent, “or almost 
the same as the preceding century 
showing that small pox had not been 
mitigated by vaccination Commenting 
on the misleading and unscientifi/- 
claims made by authorities in Bavaria 
for the value of vaccination. Dr, Wal¬ 
lace likens them to those made in 
1857 by the surgeon to the Royal 
Military Asylum for Orphans at. 
Oh *l*ea, Eng., to the effect that the | 
fact that the 31,705 boy inmates be- 1 


tween the opening year 1803 and the 
year 1851 (vaccination having been 
scrupulously carried out during that 
period) had only developed thirty- 
nine cases of small pox with four 
death;, was a strong proof of th« 
value of vaccination. Such a claim 
gave no comparisons irith the un¬ 
vaccinated. as it should to be scienti¬ 
fic. And to show that the claim was 
s false one. Dr. Wallace gets the 
statistics of the boys of the same age 
outside the asylum during the op¬ 
tional vaccination period and find* 
that small pox inaile worse ravage* 
among the vaccinated boys inside the 
institution than it did among the vac¬ 
cinated boys outside the inltitution, 
in the surrounding town. His figures 
for the outside are taken from the 
fir$t report of the commission. 

Two Special Testa of Vaccination. 

Two test cases are presented where 1 
comparison between the security of 
two sets of people, the one unprotect¬ 
ed by vaccination and the other pro¬ 
tected, become* possible in a scien¬ 
tific way. 

One is the statistics for the F.ng- 
lithDown of Leicester, where a popu¬ 
lation of some 200,000 people, among : 
whom there had been little vaccina¬ 
tion tor twenty years, were unusually 1 
well kept track of. 

The other i* the army and navy of 
England, comprising some 220,000 
men, all rigorously vaccinated, and 
affording official statistics for a quar¬ 
ter of a century. 

If the theory of vaccination were 
true, then, the unvaccinated commun¬ 
ity of Leicester should show smalt 
pox dangers and the body of vac¬ 
cinated men in the army and navy 
should show immunity. Leicester had 
nearly complete vaccination from 
1854 to 1873. After the latter date 
the people lost faith in vaccination 
ow*ing to its not having protecetd 
them from a great epidemic of small 
pox. And the succeeding twenty 
year unvaccinated period showed a 
declining death rate from small pox. 
while the -number of cases declined 
to almost none at mlL Moreover, as 
is pretty generally suspected, the sta¬ 
tistics show that vaccination tended 
to increase the milder contagious dis¬ 
eases through contamination of the 
blood. Children were the special suf¬ 
ferers, and vaccination is held to have 
filled many baby graves. Comparing 
Leicester with Birmingham, where 
the practice of vaccination was kept 
up. it is shown that Birmingham kept 
on with a high percentage of small 
pox, while Leicester was more or less 
immune. Now, as to the army and 
navy, (n these bodies vaccination is 
followed bv revaccination “in order 
to obtain full security'' from small 
pox, and the reports say that it is as 
thorough and perfect aa it is possible 
to make it.” For purposes of com- 

f iarison Dr. Wallace first takes Ire- 
and, where there has been little or 
no vaccination to speak of. Taking 
the averagr small pox annual death 
rate per million for the period 1864- 
1894, he has: 

Army, 58 per million. 

Navy, 90 per million. 

Ireland (ages *5-45) <>5 8 per million. 
5k> that it is seen that the average 
number of deaths in unvaccinated Ire¬ 
land and the average for the vaccin¬ 
ated and revaccinated army and navy 
is about the same. And Ireland is at 
a disadvantage in the above table in¬ 
asmuch as it had a bad small pox 
epidemic in 1871, which is included 
in the twenty year period from which 
the average annual death rate was 
taken. 

But the comparison between the 1 
army and navy and Leicester is more 
interesting still. This is taken for) 


the period subsequent to the great 
epidemic of 1871-1872, since which 
the army and navy were completely 
revac cina ted. The table of average 
yearly deaths from small pox is: 

Army, 37 per million. | - 

Navy, 36.8 per million. 

Lckester (age, 15-18) 14..* pci 
million. 

“It is thus completely demonstrat¬ 
ed,” savs Prof. Wallace, “that all the 
r!^cements bv which the f.ublic has 
been gulled for so many years, as to 
the almost complete immunity of the 
re-vaccinated army and navy, are ab- 
soiutelv false. It is what Americans 
call bluff.' There ia no immunity. 
They have no protection. When ex¬ 
posed to infection they do suffer just 
as much as other populations, or even 
more.” And he ados: “In the whole 
of the nineteen year*. 1878 to 1896, 
inclusive, unvacciiuted Leicester had 
so few small pox deaths that the 
register-general represents the aver¬ 
age by the decimel 0.01 per thousand 
population, equal to ten per mill,' 
while for the twelve years, 1878-1889, 
there was less than one death per an¬ 
num! Here we have real immunity, 
real protection; and it is obtained by 
attending .> sanitation and isolation, 
coupled with the almost total neglect 
of vaccination. Neither army or navy 
can *how such results as this... • Now 
if there exists snch a thing as a 
crucial test, this of the army and navy 
a* eomnared with Ireland, and espe¬ 
cially with Leicester, affords such a 
test. 

Ami Dr. Wallace also points out 
another thing in Vogt’s statistics, 
namely, that revaccin.tmn renders 
one more liable to small pox and thus 
increases the epidemics Naturally 
the deliberate contamination of the 
blood with impurity—and certainly

In support Of the resolutions Aid. 
Mclins slxiwed that the charter and 
general ordinance* not only provid¬ 
ed for such investigation hut put it

lutions were lost. 26 to 13. Just 
what farther steps will In: taken 
cannot lx- said. It is clear that the 
aldermen voted illegally in refus¬ 
ing to receive the resolution. 

The council refused to confirm 
the mayor's appointee for commis¬ 
sioner of public works. Thomas 
Kuczynski. by a vote of 23 to 13. 

Aid. Mclms again saved the city 
in the municipal light plant matter, 
for tlie committee had reported in 
favor of actually giving the street 
railway company a five vtar con¬ 
tract along the lines of tlte original 
proposition made by Pres. Ileggs. 
This seems almost unaccountable. 
It is either stupidity, or worse. Aid. 
Mclms pointed out that this had 
been fought out in the preceding 
council when the municipal light 
plan Imitg in the balance and that 
it would be worse now to put such 
a contract through, as the city plart 
would be ready in a little over two 
years, and would then hare to lie 
idle until the five-year contract ran 
out.

Tarrant and Braun made bungling 
excuses, Aid. Braun (D) even go¬ 
ing tri the stupidity of holding that 
even if tlie city plant did lie idle 
"the city would be getting cheap 
light! AM. Tarrant (Ri had 
heard the plant would cost a mil¬ 
lion. and was skeered, even after he 
had been told how much the munic¬ 
ipal water works tliat everybody 
in Milwaukee swears by had event¬ 
ually cost.

"There, gentlemen," lie said, slant¬ 
ing down tlte file of bills with an 
air of triumph, "do you want to 
jiass a law like that?” 11c had 
]never heard of such a thing. 

I Aldridge sltowed him that such 
a text was in the child labor laws 
of MANY other states. Carpenter 
I was especially loud in his declara- 
I lions that the measure was "simply 
j full" of im|>crfections. "I could 
j stand here an hour," he shouted, 
"and jioint out these defects,” . 

“Go ahead— do it:" interjected 
Comrade Brockhattscn, "why don't 
you do it!" 

| He paused, cleared his throat, 
and,—sat down, mumbling some¬ 
thing about not proposing to try to 
educate "you fellows" meaning the 
Socialists. 

Then Ledvina of Manitowoc 
came to the rescue. "This law pre¬ 
vents children from working in fac¬ 
tories. We have many canning fac¬ 
tories up our Way. Now, do yon 
pro|x)sc to make it impossible for us 
to operate our factories during the 
summer vacations?-” 

"The present law cover* that 
point,” replied Comrade Webep, 
“The factory inspector grants per¬ 
mits in all such cases, and. besides, 
the measure makes liberal excep¬ 
tions for vacation periods. You 
have licen operating under this part 
of the law tor seven years.” 
l-edvina resumed his seat. 

Then finally, sonic wise guy from 
up in the woods thought he li»d dis¬ 
covered a great and sufficient rea¬ 
son why this bill must he’ handed 
over to the tender mercies of the 
undertaking committee.
